Japanefie to "assimilate" the Koreans 
to their nB\r ruler and "would-bo 
countrynjen.':

Responding 
at once/ -Shaver with three others 
carrted><the unfortunate woman Into 
the»' home of W. A. Waller, at number 
forty three. Prospect Ave. 

The victim was ' seen to be in a 
precarious condition and the medical 
student at once proceeded to make 
the best use ot his training. Reltei 
was ot little -use, however, for the 
woman soon stopped breathing and 
became ryanosed. this atago Dr. 
Harvey «ppeared ^n^ /'finding that 
the heart was still beating, together 
with Shaver, applied ariiflcial re 
spiralion till the ambulance Trrived. 
The amhulaqce * doctor attempted to 
Tevlve the patient by injectlncr 
strychnine but soon after this the 
heart action ceased.

Last Friday .afternoon Dr. A. N. 
Shavv lectured before the Physical 
Society ou "Some Problems in Heat 
Ing and Ventilation." in which he 
dealt not with the mechanical en- 
gineering side of the subject but with 
the relation of the sute of the atmos- 
phere to the cbmtort and well being 
of the persons which U surrounds. ' 

At ihe present time research in 
ventilation is conderned with the In- 
fluence of the almoiipherlç environ- 
ment on the K«ueral well being oi 
animals; on the influesce of the at- 
mospbero on the gain or loss of heat 
by building, instruments,, macliines, 
and 80 on; and also wjtb the Influ- 
ence of the atmosphere on tho varia- 
tion of moisture constant of such ma- 
terials as textiles. Besides this, there 
Is a large amoùnt ot empirical knowl- 
edge which is botn^ slowly co-ordin- 
ated. 

Dealing chiefly witb the first 
topics, there are to be considered as 
the principal factors In the comfort^ 
of men and animals, the temnMirature 
and the degree and character ot the 
temperature fluctuations; the veloc- 
ity ot movement ot the air, and the 
character and fluctuation ot its 
movements. It is usually considered 
that the temperature and abaçluto 
humidity are t|Je ,pf;lnclp«^l,, factors, 
but greater Importance attashes to 
the others, as a room In whicb.-..^ol 
temperature and humidity remain' 
constant or even rise, may be changed 
from an tincomtortable to a comfort- 
able condition by altering the char.: 
acter of the air cutrci^tB and of the 
temperature fluetuatlous. Of Im- 
portance alHo is the amount and dis- 
tribution of incident radiation. 

Tho ordinary wet and dry bulb hy- 
grometer Is of. small value in giving 
indications of the degree of comfort 
expcrienaed by an, individual) but an 
Ipstrunient whs devised by Hill for 
mcttburinK the ràté of loss of heat, in 
air, which can "be shown ta have a 
relation to the rate -at which heat Is 
lost by an "individual and therefore to 
have some relatioii to his "comfort."

For the greater part of tbe first 
parlod McGIII held 'Varnlty well, and 
at one time tied the score, but tho 
Dlaa and >Vhlt« quickly aaiumad tha 
iaad. and in the lecond period they 
played a wonderful same of beaket- 
ball and smothered ail McOill'a at- 
tempts to assume the offensive. The 
■core about Indicites the relatlTo 
merits of th« two teams as thoy ap- 
peared In action on Saturday after- 
{ipon, but no one could say that the 
' Ite<l and White were playlnc any- 
where near the top of their form. 
When McQIU defeated M.A.A.A. sr.M 
days ago they played basketball 
that was almost perfect. Their 
papains waa swift and sure ; thel;- 
ahooUnc was accurate — and they 
worked together with a precision 
and » confidenro thiit niado them 
invincible.

TRAINED FORESiTERS 
CONTROL FORESTS 

Ontario Places Administra- 
tion, of Crown Lands 
Under Practical Men. 



The opportunity for the beginning 
at • new era in the forestry sltujiUon 
la Ontario was created by the recent 
cement of tb« Provincial Oov- 
'v&i that henceforth tibe timber 
'•tnlnistratlon on Crown lands will 
Iw under tho Provincial Forestry 
Branch, Instead of comprising a aep- 
acate organisation, In which no 
foresters were employed. This Is tho 
most Important development which 
has yet taken place In the forestry 
situation in Ontario. 

By this action, assuming that lu 
logHal . consequences will ruHov, 
Ontario aligns herself with the prov- 
inces of Quebec, British Columbia and 
New Bronswiok, which had already 
recognised the neoeulty for taking 
thought for the future by making 
forastars reapontible for t^e teçhnical 
tdgilBlètratlon of Crown timber lands. 
A paKlal example had been set<by tbe 
Dominion Government ' at a still 
earlier date, when the Dominion 
Forestry Branch was placed In charge 
of the -tlafter administration on Do- 
minion forest resarvea in the west, 
exolnaive of lloeosèd lands or timber, 
limits. 

Ifovla Scotia has practically n'l 
Grown tinft>er lands, her forests hav- 
ing paased Into private ownsrshlp 
msnr years ago. The need for • pro- 
>lBcial forest service there Is baaed 
upon the opportunity for the develop' 
ment of better foreotry praetlce on 
these prirately-owned timber lands, 
«ad upon tUs urreat aeod for % 



greatly Intensified system of forest 
protection, to cover all the foreifted 
area pf the province. 

Prince Bdwarid island is not a 
forest province, practically the whole 
of her land area 'being under cultiva- 
tion. 

Ontario Is then the last of tho for- 
est provinces to recognise the uece'a- 
8ary> and logical connection between 
forestry and foresters. The recent 
action should, and no dou'bt will, 
mark the beginning of an area In 
which the fullest practicaible con- 
sideration will be given to so régulât- 
, Ing the methods of cutting on Crown 
: lands as to leave them in a condition 
I to produce another crop of valuable 
itknlwr species.. - It has been demon- 
jstrated that ■ logging operations in 
which cutting is not regulated with 
I an eye to future productiyity.ara gen- 
I erally destructive to the quality ând 
quantity of thfe future growth. Each 
area requires to be carefully studied 
in advance of cutting, that the method 
of treatment to be prescribed may be 
-adaptive to local -conditions and at 
tbe same time be'praoticable from tbe 
operator's vlewpolnti to say nothing 
of being reason jM>Ie from the view- 
point of additional oost Involved. 

OnUrlo is to be congratulated upon 
the progressive action taken in thus 
far reoognlslnv the need for a tech- 
nical administration of Crown tWiiber 
lands. The Provincial Forestry 
Branch has a great responsibility and 
a great opportunity for public service 
in tho prospective addition to Its.pre- 
vious woilc of forest protecilos, of tho 
inauguration of forestry practice 
upon the great areas of Crown lands 
which have now oome under Its 
Jurisdiction. Progress will neoos- 
sarloly be slow; «conomlc conditions 
must be fully reeognlsed; and It will 
take tlmo to develop the kind of or- 
gaalKstluii roqulred for ko large a 
task. Public sentlmont is now 
dO'iAtf^dly fully ripe for tha develop- 
ment of thl£ situation alotu: the most

.The National A.AA. gronnds oh 
Saturday afternoon were the scene of 
the annual Snowshoe Championships 
of Canada. As previously intimated 
In the "Dally," the McQlU CluD made 
Lhelr primary appearance in active 
competitipa in Montreal, and a team 
carried off: third hontirs In aggregate 
number of points. The M.A.A.A. 
team carried away the largest num- 
ber of aggregate ipolnts, thus winning 
the Dominion Championship Cup for 
the year. N.À.A.A. . carriad oft 
second honors. 

In all, six places were secured by 
different^ mbmbers of the team — one 
first, two seconds and three thirds — a 
toUl of 14 pâinta in all.. Following 
Is a more detailed account of the 
showing of the team, which was made 
up of the following: R. L. Hamilton, 
B. C. Creelman, J. C. Simpson, M, 
Johnson, J. D. King, and Davies. Tho 
last named, Davis, however, .wu un- 
able to compete owing to Injuries in- 
curred during the trials Thursday 
last. This was a considerable handi- 
cap, as undoubtedly Davis. would have 
added to the total points. 

Both Senior and Junior events were 
carried off consecutively during tne 
meet. , , 

Hamilton was responsible for six 
of tho points, carrying off the Senior 
Dominion Championship In the half- 
mile, as well as getting third place In 
tho Senior 440 yards, Tho fùrmer 
race was well contested, and Hammy 
won In tho prettiest race ot the after- 
noon, defeating Rolands Whiting oP 
the M.A.A.A., Coulette of tho National 
and other starters. 

Creelman also won six points by 
obtainlog 'two second places in two 
events, tho Senior one mile and the 
.Tunlor half-mile, both of which were 
very closely contested, and Creel- 
man's showing was very creditable. 
He exhfbits the style of an old-timer. 
In tbe Senior mile, Simpson ofbtained 
a good third place, and he also ob- 
tained third place In the Junior one- 
quarter mile. 

Johnson and Klnc, though they did 
not obtain places, both made very 
respectable showings. ' Jobnson par- 
ticularly showed up very well In view 
of his lnex:perlence, and undoubtedly 
will be tho right man In the right 
place In tha next meet. In the 220 
yards he was only displaced by an 
unfortunate' accident. In the hun- 
dred yards he also was unfortunate In 
Imving trouible with his shoes. King 
showed excellent sportsmanship, 
lurniiiK out without having had any 
training as yet, and In the coming 
moots we predict a return to old- 
time form. - 

In oxplanatlon, it might be stated 
Uial Senior events are only distinct 
from Junior by the fact that tho com- 
I>etitor8 who have all won events In 
previous championships are only eli- 
gible for these raops. 

■The times of the parlous ra^es were 
only fair, owing to the condition of 
tbe track. 

Medals were distributed In order 
of merit—gold, sllvèr and -bronse, 
respectively. 

The treatment accorded to the 
members of the team and their e.fecu- 
tlvo was most courteous. Tho affair 
was characterized by a true sports- 
manlike spirit all the way through, 
ancLthe McOill and M.A.A.A. men are 
loud in their 'expressions of apprecia- 
tion of the kindness of the officials In 
charge of the meet. 

In view of tbe fact that this was 
the club's premier effort to put tho 
old. French-Canadian sport on a 
sound athletic basts at the college, 
the executive and coacb. Mr. Gentle- 
man, are highly pleased with the 
showing of the team. Too much credit 
cannot be. given to those who have 
been coaching the team, of whom Mr. 
Gentleman has done no small piirt. 

Hamilton asd Creelman 'taave been 
chosen io-^ represent the club vat the 
Dartmouth Carnival this week, and 
that this, choice waa wise was well 
demonstrated on Saturday. ' .

If Cornell Agree Will Travel 
to Utica Friday. 



Now that Mr. O. K. Chesterton is 
la America, the scene of tbe "mo- 
vies"' most sensational developments, 
one would like to hear what he thinkn 
of them. Would he throw down the 
gage for or against the cinema? And 
would he incldenuily discover for tbe 
public altogether unsuspected mean- 
ings and paradoxes in the terms in 
familiar use to describe the all-ab- 
borblng art of the film? There Is, 
of course, a world of challenge in 
that word, "art" One may be Im- 
pressed by tbe wonderful potenti^U- 
Uea of the fllm-pIay, and yet like Mr'. 
Thomas Burke, a writer for tho 
screen, turn up a scornful nose at 
It aa art, declaring it to be "still in 
the street of tbe penny gaff." Or 
again, like Somerset Maug'han, dra- 
matist novelist, and essayist, who 
promises something like his "beat 
ever" when hlH first screen work ap- 
pearir, one may be geuulnely cotj- 
•vinced of tbe-çqmtng eminence. If 
not pre-emlnenc'e, ''of motion plcturob 
as a medium' of arttsùc expression. 

What is certain is. tl^at the photo- 
play has faced and mastered many of 
tho discouraging technical problems 
which assailed its beginnings. To- 
day the isc^nario writer has far sur- 
passed, even the novelist In scope and 
opened up to the„piaywrlg^t a lati- 
tude of situation wt^lch enables him tc 
escape the' hampering constraint of 
the three "walls" of the stage. There 
Is, Indeed, hardly a situation which 
tbe "movle'l man cannot bring into 
being, hardly a country . or scene 
which be cannot place In bis settlAge.. 
The scenario. It cannot be denied, Vt 
more comprehensive than that of tho 
spoken play, ai^d the artist who would 
spread out beyond the comparatively 
narrow confines of the stage or the 
printed page, may find that he has at 
last a medium to hapd with which he 
can reach the entire world. 

On the whole, however, the film- 
play gives evidence that It has not 
yet found Ha^ '','jKhtful place In the 
theatrical scheme/ of icings',' if U 
has made unpàràlleied progress. It 
still, perhaps, places too much em- 
phasis on detail and puts the imagi- 
nation largely to sleep. It has an 
unsatisfying realism about it. It Is 
plain, too, that such a play does not 
properly belong to pantomime. If ii 
did. Us producers 'woiild be content 
to dispense with" e<pïaii'àtbry"''^teït 
and there would be Hcréèri-lilayis with 
the mutely eloquent appeal of "I/En- 
fant Prodigue" or the ^Ru8sian ballet 
Yet, although It Indulges Id dumb 
show to;'a large extent tbe Play roust 
constantly help out Its defects hy h 
Plentiful supply of explanatory sbb- 
tltle. Thus It does really expose it- 
self to the oft-heard charge of pre- 
tending to be , what it; Is not Tbe 
conviction seems^ unavoidable that 
photography .is of loo" juii&ço'ùjmodat^^ 
Ing a character to jfive'fiijr scope to 
mimicry. The weàjcMt ^pàrt of pre^ 
sent-day photo-players lies undoubt- 
edly in their raqpotony of gesture {int} 
facial expression. Thought and emo- 
tion- seem always to be conveyed 
through the mçiilùm of a whplly.ln- 
sdequato set of tiresome rules that 
have the Inanljty of mere B\age Irlcke. 

It Is well to'recopiilzivti'owever', at 
thé outset that the Ilml|atif6nB of th? 
fllm-plày are Ihç natural ' concomi- 
tants of young arts. Every are be- 
gan by adapting Itself to. the people, 
so tiiat at first all arts have been 
vtilgar. The ,clnema, broadly speak- 
ing. Is still in the vulgar stage, 
though In process of, tlmia it may 
actually! prove] highly ^Intriguing to 

^r^^^^S^^S^f'^^^^!'^^^*^^^^^^'^ to it 
the inastercraftsmen of tbe pen. At 
the present time It affords no chance 
for the cleverness and wit, the beauty 
and tenderness which He within the 
spoken word. 'Wben a prominent 
champion of the fllpi claims that It 
has successfully combined all other 
arts within its coinpa»». .i?e forgetb 
that there Is a whole' ifleld of expres- 
sion quite aside from that of the pho 
tograph. If the story's the thing, 
the human voice must still claim pre- 
cedence. ' *rhe average audience 
craves something more than fine 
landscapes, overawing sets, wonder- 
ful photographic effects, astounding 
"close-ups," and a . rapid succession 
of tbrUllng scene's, however well 
done.' The printed words that appear 
on' tb* "creen of the picture-play fall 
miserably to fill the lack. They arc 
neither witty nor clever— and who 
wants' to read when he comes to 
look? 

To-day the cinema cannot hope to 
çompeto' with "real drama" or to 
boast even a satisfying sense of pro 
portloir. Hope lies wholly in Its 
to-morrow.^^rlstlan ' Science Mdnl

A casual glance at the report 
reveals muc|i,.^QQd. for thougiit, and 
we are glad'îo'htotice that progress 
I8^belngniada.agaln8t tuberculosis in 
ô^r"m{â8tr'"Ï5dïïcatlbn and sound 
propaganda are bound to have a 
goodly Influence upon the dally 
habits of the community. 

Particularly Instructive is the ad- 
dress of the president, Hon. Ur. 
Schaffner, which reviews the stages 
pf tuberculosjs from Us first descrip- 
tion by Hlppo'cràtes, long before the 
Ch rlsti an ' era", to the présent. For 
many centuries, he points out, the 
disease was believed to be hereditary 
and Incurable, but to-day scientific 
research has estalbllsbed that It is not 
only preventable but curable If takon 
in Its early stages, 

Hon. Dr. Schaffner lays great stress 
on the Importance of education on the 
sub'Ject, alluding to the common 
school teacher as one of tbe most 
powerful agencies In thls^ regard, and 
be urges the earnest co-operation of 
all classes as the most effective 
means of eradicating the dlseaso. 

Dr. Qeorgo G. Porter, secretary, re- 
views the work of the year aud tellti 
of a decrease ill 'the death rato from 
tubei^stilosls In Canada of thirty per 
cent. In the last twenty years, due 
ohiefly to lessened Infection, better 
living conditions and earlier treat- 
raent. Th<;re are also interesting ad- 
drosses by other prominent authori- 
ties on tuberculosis, besides reports 
froni^ all' tiie'"San1torla and local eo- 
cl«tttir'itf' 'Canada;' •
